The information herein contained was compiled from recent cata- 
logues where si^ch were available and from a questionnaire issued 
by the Bureau of Education. Some schools which doubtless should 
have been included have been omitted by reason of lack of direct 
information. The list is in the nature of a directoi'y and carries 
no indorsemeot ’of ^ny school by the' Bureau of Education. The 
Schools included range from those of elementary grade, giving a few 
fundatnental industrial coursq^, to schools of college grade that in 
addition to their degree-granting courses also offer some trade 
courses. Only the trade and industrial work offered by any of the 
schools is noted. The ^uition fees are liable t^ variation from year 
to year, and the tendency to increase over previous catalogue reports 
is evident in many cases.
